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TREACHERUUS MOORS, 


A French Explorer Mardered for 
Mis Money. 


The London Jimes says: Some de- 
tails have been received in Paris of 
the murder in the Sahara of M. 
Camille Douls, the French explorer. 
He was a native of the south of France 
settled in Tangier, when he resolved to 
penetrate into the interior of Morocco. 
He studied carefully the Arab language 
and mude himself acquainted with the 
ordinary prayers and the religious 
ceremonials of the Mohamedans. 
Dressed as a Moorish merchant, he 
penetrated to the city of Morocco, 


under pretext of claiming a large sum 
deposited there. He was put in prison, 
and enly liberated in consequence of 
the interven:ion on his behalf of an 
English Consul... He returned home 
by way of Liverpool, and was warmly 
welcomed by the French geographical 
societies. 

He soon afterward resolved to go 
back to Africa, join the pilgrims going 

to Mecca, and return with them through 
countries not yet explored in the South 
of Morocco. A friend who once saw 
him dinguived t as an Arab says no one 
could have recognized a*European in 
the lean-faced, angular man, who 
spoke Arabic fluently and observed 
exactly ail the religious practices or- 
dered by the Koran. His great fear 
before starting was that his scheme 
would be spoken of and made known 
to the people of the region he wanted 
to visit. It is to be feared that the 
secret oozed out, that his journey was 
referred to in a Parisian paper, and 
that the notice was republished in 
Algeria. It was in consequence known, 
in spite of his disguise, tnat he was a 
Frenchman and a Christian. 

He was well received at Tonat. To 
conduct him to Azonad he selected 
two guides, to each of whom he gave 
1,200 francs. He at the same time 
bought a dromedary. From this it 
was concluded by those with whom he 
traveled that he was in possession of a 
large sum of money. The murder was 
committed half-way between Oulef 
and Akabli. M. Douls had stopped 
to rest under a group of large trees 
near a well and fell asleep. His two 
Tuareg guides seized the opportunity 
to strangle him with a rope, after 
which they took all the valuable arti- 
cles in his possession and fied. M. 
Douls was just on the point of com- 
pleting his great journey, and wuld 
have returned to France with a great 
reputation as an ex explorer.

£7,200. Whether we look at his gigan- 
tic betting transactions or the number 
and value of his horses and the stakes 
they won, it can not be denied that the 


Marquis of Hastings was then the first 


man upon the turf. I may now allude 
to yearlings and the prices they then 


fetched. At Middle Park about 1867, or 


soon after, yearlings fetched extraordi- 
nary prices, as muciR,as 1,500 guineas 
and 2,400 guineas were given, and out of 
a lot one year the average price was 500 
guineas, or 20,000 guineas for the forty. 
Such prices no one thought would be 
exceeded, or even ever reached again. 
But prices have still gone up,and brood 
mares have increased in value as much 
as the yearlings, and, im fact, every sort 
of race-horse has augumented in value 
in like proportion, till now over 3,000 
guineas are given fora brood mare and 
over 4,000 guineas for a yearling. Stall- 
ions have fetched 16,000 guineas, 20,000 
guineas have been offered and refused 
for a horse in training, and 5,000 
guineas was a sum not sufficiently 
attractive to secure a yearling that 
was offered for sale by private contract 
this year. * * * But these facts and 
figures, gigantic and surprising as they 
are, dwindle into utter insignificance 


when compared with the value of Her- | 


mit. This wonderful and lucky horse 
stands alone asa race-horse and stallion, 
for Hermit has won in stakes and bets 
for bis fortunate owner, Mr. Chaplin, 
somewhere about £150,000, and has since 
earned at the stud at least as much 
more, and may still further augment 
this almost incredible sum.
